Anſw. Yes, as the New, Covenant 
is Spiritual, io are a Seals thereof 
( as they may be termed:)., proper- ta 
it,.,.an aA we (6k. they 
{taod noz.jn2any external: Shadow, 
Sign or. Figure, . but,,jn, Spiric. and 
Subſtance ; the Seals of the New, Cox 
venant ( which is inward -agd.- Spiriz 
tual ) muſt needs. be the; Evidence, 
Teſtimony and Work. of. the Hog 
Spirit, . giving us Aſſurance throug| 
Faith, of our. Share and. Intereſt in 
that Covenant, See what, the: Holy 
Scripture faith ia this caſt 3. ſee 2 Cor; 
1, 22. Who hath alſo ſealed ws, and 
hath given us the earneſt of the Spirit in 
our Flearts. Eph. 1. 13. After that 
ye believed ye were ſealed with the holy 
Spirit of Promiſe. And Epbe/. 4. 30; 
And grieve not the Holy Spwrit of God 
Sheri ye. are ſealed unto the day of 
Redemption. . 

Our Chriſtian ſenſe and {belief in 
theſe Matters, may be briefly ſumm'd 
up in what follows, vzz, , 

1. We believe, That the Spiritual 
Appearance, and Living —— 


4. 4 
of Chrift in Spirit, is above all out- 
ward Signs, Shadows, or 
or a'Remembrance only of him there- 
hy. ' And' that 'Chrif more clearly 
diſcovers himſelf by his Spirit, in the 
New Covenant, than by any outward 
Repreſentations in the Ol, * or there- 
unto appertaining. 

(2. Thar the Ons Baptiſm of the 
Spirit, is a''Seal or Confirmation of 
the New Covenant to true Believers, 
and of them in it; and ſo is their Spi- 
fitual Eating and Drinking with him 
in his Kingdom, a certain Afurance, 
Seal or Evidence of their Spiritual 
Comminion with him, and in him. 

3- As all-dutward Shadows and 
Figures were of a decreaſing Nature, 
ſo there ''is' the | Subſtance thereof, 
which they pointed at, and wherein 
they ended ; tho? the Natnes given to 
the Shadows were carried along to 
the Subſtance alſo, that it might the 
more phinly appear in Scripture, how 
the Shadows* were fulfilled in the 
Subftanc& Chriſt ; as in the Old Co- 
. venant, there was outward —_

ſion of the Fleſh ;. in the New, there 
is the inward Circumciſion. of the 
Spirit. ._ In the. Old, there was diyers 
Waſhings or Bris Heb. 9..10. 
In the New, the Ore Baptiſm of 
Chriſt ; inthe Old, + the Feaſt of the 
Outward . Paſſover kept . with unlea- 
vened Bread, and other Feaſts ob- 
ſerved, &5. in the New Covenant, 
Jeſus Chriſt is our Paſſover, and the 
Feaſt is to be kept with unleavened 
Bread of - Sincerity and. Trath; and 
here the Oe Bread of Life is known 
and received. 

4. We. do-not- read nor. find in 
Scripture, .that Oze outward Type or 
Shadow, wasa. Type of another Type 
outward, but always of the thing ty- 
pified or ſhadowed forth, which was 
the Subſtance and End of that Sha- 
dow or Type; as may be ſhewn at 
large, if any undertake to ſhew us any 
Shadow or Thing that is Figurative ia 
its own Nature ( mentioned in Scrip- 
ture) which they ſuppoſe we cannot 
ſhew the Subſtance of, under the ſame 
Name or Title,
